This letter is written in response to the Final Action dated July 16, 2003, 



Applicant's agent wishes to thank supervisor Terrel Morris for taking time to review this 
application, a proposed response, and to grant an interview with applicant's agent's 
representative to discuss the response. At the interview, the question was the allowability 
of claim 1, the only independent claim in the application, in view of the cited Yamamoto 
reference. At the interview, and in the proposed response, it was pointed out that, in claim 
1, our waterproofing membrane had an impermeable layer adhered to one side of the 
waterproofing layer while Yamamoto had his impermeable layer (the insulating layer) 
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adhcred to one side of an intervening layer which layer was adhered to the waterproofing 
layer. Mr. Morris's position was that Yamamoto's impermeable layer was still adhered to 
the waterproofing layer even with the an intervening layer. It was therefore proposed to 
amend claim 1 to state that our impermeable layer was directly adhered to the 
waterproofing layer since this was not shown by Yamamoto. Mr. Morris agreed to this type 
of amendment would distinguish the claim from Yamamoto. The interview summary is 
enclosed herewith to be recorded.
